BUILD NEW-FACE ON MARTIN. 
Surgeons’ Work .on Terribly ‘Injured 
Man Complete Except for a Nose. 


Surgeons of St. John's Hospital, Long 
Island City, have’ been at ‘work for al- 
most a year’ remodeling, by meana of 
plastic surgery, the (face .of Timothy 
Martin of 43 “Willow Street, Corona, and 
it is expected that he’ will soon be able 
to leave the institution a living, testi- 
monial of their patience and skill On 
May 16 last year, while at work in the 
Sunnyside railroad yards, in’ Long Isl- 
‘and City, Martin fell into a’ set of revolv- 
ing cogs. His nése was torn off and his 
jawbones _ smashed. In fact,. about the 
only. parts of his face that escaped. my- 
tilation were™-his eyes. 

For weeks. after the ‘accident Martin 
was unable to talk, nourishment was in- 
jected. into’ hig system, and he breathed 
with great difficulty. Then the skill of 
the physicians began to show; the jaw- 
bones were set, and the flesh began 
to heal tt was kneaded into a chin and a 
mouth was carefully shaped. The cheek- 
bones were also covered over, the skin 
necessary. for the. operation being ob- 
tained from thé neck of the injured man. 

. The problem‘ of supplying Martin with 
a nose now confronts the surgéons. To 
accompliéh thie operation, it is planned 
to slit open the iittle finger of. Martin’s 
left hand and graft it to the place where 
the nose should be. When the wound 
has healed the.finger will be amputatel 
and a. nose formed of the:flesh. This 
operation, the surgeons believe, can be 
successfully performed, and it may even 
‘|be possible for Martin to breathe through 
this nose. To shape the nose will be the 
most difficult part of the operation, es 
the nasal bones were entirely torn’ away. 

While Martin will always bear a um- 
ber /of scars as the result of his injuries, 
‘the surgeons are donfident that they can 
make him f irly presentable. Hig tace is 
still tightly bandaged, although practical. 
ly healed, and he can now eat and talk 
Much of the work of remodeling Martin's 
face was done by*Dr. John A. Bodine of 
151 West Séventy-second Street, visiting 
surgeon at the hospital, assisted by the 
hospital staff, including Drs. P. T. Daly 
and Frank GC, Smith.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC 1s CUT 


| Bridges Go tn All Directions—-Soldiers 
Rushed from the Border Likely 
". “te be Held Up: 


NOGALES, Ariz., March 20.—A sudden 
outburst of revolutiénary activity in the 
States of Sonora and Sinaloa is related in 
dispatches that have been received here 
to-night. Hermosillo, the capital of So- 
nora, which has about. 20,000 inhabitants, 
is mM grave danger of capture by a band 
of 700 rebels under Juan Cabral, who re- 
cently annihiiated.a..Federa]l force at 
anks|Cumpas in the Cananea region. Cabral 
has demanded the surrender of ‘the city. 

Most of the. garrison. of Hermosillo was 
recently” sent ‘to the southward to put 
down an uprising that had taken place at 
the mines east of Torres. ‘Rebels in that 
vicinity have apparently been operating in 
conjun¢tion with Cabras, for they have 
burned -the ‘bridges on the Southern 
Pacific Raltilroad behing this forcé and 
other bridges in Simaloa. The railroad 
has’ also -been cut in the direction of 
Guaymas, the seaport, and.on the South- 
ern Pacific main line from the border. 

In. an effort to save Hermosillo, the 
Mexican Government has withdrawn part 
of the force which was recently gathered 
in Agua Prieta to save that border town 
from capture by Gen. Blanco’s forces. 
Men from the Cananea region, which has 
been dargely deserted by the rebel bands, 
are also to go. The raflfoad officials have 
been notified to have ready across the line 
two trains to take the troops to Her- 
mosillo, 


It is easy for the rebel leaders to recruit 
among the natives of Sonora, nearly all 
of whom are in sympathy with the revolu- 
tion. The insurrectos could easily raise 
an army of 3,000 fn Sonora, it is helieved, 
but their difficulty would be in procur- 
ing arms. The Government {s impressing 
recruits in “Nogales, Hermosillo, Magda- 
lena, Sonora, and many other points, 
and young men are fleeing to the 
mountains rather than be forced into 
service. 


One hundred soldiers arrived opposite 
Naco this evening from Agua Prieta, hav- 
ing marched overland. , They immediately 
took a train for the point opposite No- 
gales. 


HERMOSILLO, Sonora, (Midnight, Sun- 
day,) via E) Paso, Texas, March 20.—Run- 
ners have brought in the news that 700 
insurrectos are within twelve miles of the 
town.

MADERO WILLING WILLING To sane 


Would Have an ‘Arined Truce 
Listening to Peace han a 


EL PASO, March 20,—" An armed trace 
will be establishéd in Northern’ Mexico 
as as developments in Mexico ‘City 
warraht, and Francisco I. Madero, the 
revolutionary President, will. establish

The. text of “Madero’s message to the 
revolutionary junta was not made public, 
but the term, “ as’ soon as developments 
in Mexico City warrant,’ was explained 
as meaning that Madero would insist on

Whether Sefior Limantour: would be ac- 
ceptable to Sefior Madero as “ provisional 
President,”’ pending negotiations, is . not 
known. Sefidr Gonzales Garza, insurrecto 
Secretary of State, who. carries.on com- 
munication with Madero, said: 

‘Timantour would not be entirely “ac- 
ceptable to us. We look upon him as ithe 
ehief of the Diaz. coterie.

A telegram from Gustavo Madero, ‘in- 
surrecto financial agent in New York, 
was received by Sefior Garza, stating:

GRAND STAND FOR BATTLE. 


Provision Made for Spectators at the 
Siege of Ojinaga. 
‘PRESIDIO, Mexico, March 19, (Via 
Marfa, Texas, March 20.)—A moonlight 
skirmish last night on the banks of the 
Rio Grande enlivened the siege of Ojin- 
aga. The fighting did not Jast long, the 
Federals, who.-had planned to rush the 
insurrecto lines, quickly falling back to 
their. original positions under the fire of 
the rebels.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 20.—For 
the first .time In two years President 
Emeritus Eliot of Harvard addressed a 
large gathering of students in the Har- 
vard Union, taking for-his subject “ Di- 
versity. and. Unity. in Family, College, 
and State.“ The hall was packed, and 
te venerable educator was heartily ap- 
plauded. . He said in part: 

“Democracy has a leveling tendency 
on society. Democratic institutions tend 
to. help those who have had no oppor- 
tuntties and to pull down those who have 
had them... Wehear.a great deal about» 
equal opportunity. * It is useless unless a 
man has the power ‘to seize it, diversity 
of mental and bodily powers being s° 
great. Educatjonal opportunities are of 
no use to a-dull child, nor is the oppor- 
tunity to learn a trade of any use to a 
dull boy, 
gist of it. 

“We have had one ‘hienatell® years of 
democracy. No remnants of the feudal 
system remain. We have no castes, no 
privileged classes, no inherited titles, yet 
notwithstanding the uniformity of our 
democratic institutions, no people ever ex- 
hibited. such . prodgious inequalities of 
power, as in the United States. Instead of 
democracy tending to equality, it has 
tended the other way.- 

“The reason is that the essence of de- 
moecracy is freedom of the development 
of the individual, such as no people have 
enjoyed in Europe. The result -is ‘the 
greatest inequality. The only wiy to se- 
cure uniform condjtions is through a des- 
potic form of government. With the Czar 
in absolute control, all others would be 
leveled before him. Dgspotism produces 
equality of conditions, slavery produces 
equality of conditions, free institutions 
produce inequality, as this country has 
already demonstrated,

HAT NORTHERN BANK “GOT

The Special Grand Jury which is in- 
vestigating the transactions preceding the 
failure of ‘the Carnegie Trust Compeny, 
the Washington Savings Bank, and the 
Northern Bank resumed its inquiry 
y y after a thrée days’ recess. 

It became known yesterday that Will- 
iam J. Cummins, head of the Carnegie’s 
Executive’ Committee ‘and close friend of 
City Ohamberlain Charies HM. Hyde, was 
recognised among certain bank officials 


as the one to whom requests for increased | S4y to 


city deposits should be mmde. In fact, 


‘District Attornéy Whitman has been told | Grand J 


that Cummins boasted to other bankers 
that he could obtain largé city deposits 


for them. The story concerns principally ted 


one of the seventeen banking institutions 
Which made large loans té Cummins and 
his friends about the time they came to be 
favored as.city depositories. 

The officials of this bank are ready to 
appear before the Grand Jury and tell 
their story. They have the dates and 
figures showing when the Cummins loans 
were made and when the bank repeived a 
material increase in its deposit of city 
funds. ; 

It was on Aug. 2, 1900, that Cummins, 
who was at the head of the Tennessee 
Packing and Stock Yards Company, 
opened an account with the.bank in ques- 
tion. The amount of his deposit was 


$8,000. Not long after this Cummins | wij 


went to the bank one day and informed 
the officials that he wished to borrow 
for his company the sum of $50,000 on 
a short time note. It was.the custom of 


this bank. and many others to lend from 
four to si times the amount of a ene 
to depositors who could produce sufficient 
evidence of reliability. Cummins, so the 
officials a, th presented’ a 
statement of quick assets of the Tennessee 
Packing tae tock Yards Com y. These 
quick assets: were shown to be double the 
amount of the requested loan. Cummins 
was rated well in Dun's and Bradstreet’s, 
so there wee no hesitation in advancing 
the $50,000.

ACCOUNT IN THEIR 


Trades with Frederick Simmonds of 
Consolidated, Now Insolvent, Who In- 
herited Some Shefte! & Co. Business. 


HANDS 


The failure of Frederick Simmonds, a 
Consolidated Exchange broker with a 
string of branch offices up State, was 
announced from the rostrum of ° the 
“Little Board” yesterday. The failure 
involves about $50,000, which is large for 
a Consolidated Exchange failure, but the 
Street’s interest was chiefly in the stories 
involving one of the special agents 
of the Department of Justice, who worked 
up the case against the bucket shops. It 
is said that the “‘ bucket shop gang” 
have been “after” this special agent and 
thought they saw an opportunity to get 
him out of the department by hitching 
his name to speculative operation, notable 
in the Simmonds’ failure, which might be 
hard to explain. 

Before the failure, bucket shop men and 
some of the schemers who have been put 
out of buainess by the Post Office De- 
partment for swindling operations in min- 
ing stocks were talking of this Federal de- 
tective as a customer of Simmonds. 

It was said thet they had gotten a can- 
celed check showing a payment to him by 
the broker, and that they were going to 
‘“get him right.” This special agent has 


been assigned to another case by the De- | hal 


partment of Justice and was out of town 
yesterday, but it was admitted by an ex- 
employe of the failed broker that he had 
carried an account with the firm, and that 
a check made out to him had disappeared 
from Simmonds’s office and was undoubt- 
edly in the possession of his enemies. 
Frederick Simmonds has been a member 
of the Consolidated Exchange since No- 
vember, 1899, but it is only within the 
last six months that he has done more 
than a floor business. About the time of 
the closing of B. H. Gheftels & Co. by the 
Post Office Department he began to 
branch out, and made connections In a 
dozen towns up-State. This business was 


| brought to him largely by Henry Anches- 


ter, a former employe of Sheftels, who 
had been useful to the Government. 

It was said yesterday by friends of An- 
chester that he hed been recommended to 
Simmonds by the Federal agent as a re- 
ward for his help in getting evidence 
against the mining-stock promoters and 
bucketshop keepers who are now under 
indictment. 

Anchester, it was said, in his turn had 
brought the special agent in as a cus- 
tomer, persuading him that. he could give 
him information on the miarket which 
would be sure to-make money.

Fuss In the Bank Coincident with Po- 
lice Commissioner’s Order Disallow- 
ing Guards to Carry Pistols or Clube. 


The new order of Police Commissioner 
Cropsey, stripping the special policemen 
of their badges, revolvers, and billies, had 
hardly been received in the National 
City Bank yesterday when those who 
were in the big rotunda of the bank 
building, at Wall and William Streets, 
had it brought home to them that guards 
in the Yinancial district are sometimes 
called on to be more than statuesque. 
The National City Bank employs six ape- 
cial policemen, three of whom are on 
duty in the bank itself gnd thr as 
4uards for the movement of valuables 
through the streets. 

It is not known that Commissioner 
Cropsey’s letter disarming the specials 
Was received at all of the banks in the 
Wall Street district yesterday, but at 
least two besides the National City Bank 
received it. The special policeman sta- 
tioned néar the Wall Street entrance of 
the City Bank’s main banking room, 
which used-to be the rotuada of the old 
Custom House and is the largest banking 
office in New York, if not in this coun- 
try, had hardly had time to realize that 
there was no gun weighing down his hip 
pocket and no billy near his hand yes- 
terday when he noticed the information 
clerk in some trouble with a stranger. He 
got over to the desk in time to learn 
that the stranger was incoherently in- 
sisting on seeing ‘‘the Vice President.”

ORGANIZED TO SAVE BABIES. 


Sub-Committee ‘of the Milk Committee 
Intent on Raising $200,000 by May 1. 


The Committee for the Reduction of 
Infant Mortality of the New York Milk 
Committee, which is working night and 
day to raise $200,000 to establish sixty 
milk depots before the ist of May, to 
save the lives of 8,000 babies between 
then and the ist of November, during 
which time that number of preventable 
deaths occur, held a meeting yesterday 
at the house of Mrs. Richard Aldrich, 317 
West Seventy-fourth Street. 

As fast as possible the committee is or- 
ganizing the city into districts, parceling 
these district out to interested women, 
who canvass them for funds. The work 
so far.done has most of it been on the 
upper east side, and at the meeting at 
Mrs. Aldrich’s the organization of the 
upper west side was considered. The 
work is done by what ie called district 
and ‘street leaders: <A district leader will 
havea block of“perhaps twenty streets, 
and these she will parcel out to street 
leaders, who* make a canvass of the 
street: The,women have made:-large re- 
turns. There are 175 women aiready 
working. 

Mrs. Duel, wife of Dr. A. B, Duel of 27 
East Fifty-seventh Street, who is dis- 
trict leader between’ Forty-second Street 
and Sixty-fourth, from Fifth Avenue to 
the river, handéd in to the committee 
office $1,525 yesterday, and in addition 
$108 will come later with the names 
of the donors. Mrs. Duel had al- 
ready turned in $2,500 from her district, 
besides $2,000 -which she solicited from 
friends in other districts, and which will 
be credited to the districtsi:in which they 
live. Mrs. Duel has twenty-one street 
leaders working under her.

The committee, which was the idea of 
Mrs. J. Borden Harriman, believes that 
the work it is undertaking is one of great 
educational value. The sixty milk depots 
which it will open, in addition to the 
thirty already in operation, will be con- 
ducted as far as, possible along the lines 
of those of the Health Department. The 
figures which the committee gives state 
that there are 65,000 babies born annually 
in Manhattan, 12,000 need the aid of milk 
depots, 4,000 already. receive it,: and the 
remaining 8,000 the committee proposes 
to save this coming Summer if possible. 
There are 16,000 poor babies in Man- 
hattan under a year old who succumb to 
disease th year, and prominent phy- 
sicians tell the committee that half this 
number could be saved with proper care 
and nourishment, such as can be given 
with the aid of the milk depots. 


EXPOSES A CUSTOMS FRAUD. 


Banker Declines to Use False Invoice 
Sent to Him by Venetian Merchant. 


A prominent banker, whose name Col- 
lector Loeb reflised’ to make public, ex- 
posed yesterday a scheme by which the 
Government could ‘be and probably has 
been defrauded of thousands of ‘dollars.

INJUNCTION REFUSED HIM 


Judge Swing Will Not Enjoin Judge 
Gorman from Trying Him—Ques- 
tion of Blas Unsettled, 


CINCINNATI, March 20.—Developments 
relating to the charge of perjury against 
George B. Cox, in the Common Pleas 
Court, came thick and fast to-day, and 
in each instance the attorneys for Cox 
came out second best. From the time 
when Judge Charles J. Hunt, Presiding 
Judge of the Common Pleas Court, re- 
fused to: act on an affidavit declaring 
Judge Frank Gorman “biased and preju- 
diced’ until Judge Peter Swing ended 
the eventful day by refusing to grant an 
injunction against the trial of the case 
by Judge Gorman, there was not an idl 
moment. é 

The first development of the day was 
Judge Hunt’s declaration that the statute 
providing for the filing of a prejudice 
affidavit to swear a Judge. off the bench 
is so framed that it does not apply to 
Hamilton County. He pointed out, how- 
ever, that if there were any doubt about 
the decision mandamus proceedings 
against him, to be decided by the upper 
courts, would soon settle the matter. 

Accordingly, this mandamus proceed- 
ing was filed against Judge Hunt in 
Judge Swing’s court, and its hearing 
was.set for Saturday. 

Hardly had -this news come from the 
Court House: before Judge Gorman or- 
dered George B, Cox before him to plead 
on the indictment of perjury. He. took 
this action at the instance of Prosecuting 
Attorney Henry T. Hunt, who had re- 
ceived no notice of the mandamus pro- 
ceeding. The Sheriff's office reported 
that Cox would soon pe in court. 

The Prosecutor, after. waiting a half 
hour, sent another officer after the in- 
dicted political leader. This man met 
Sheriff. Cooper, who said Cox had been 
told by telephone ta appear, and the two 
officials turned back to the Court House, 
Another delay followed, and Judge Gor- 
man instructed the Sheriff to go after 
the defendant. Before the Sheriff could 
reach Cox’s office the latter, with an 
attorney, had started for the Court 
House. 

As soOn as they arrived the attorney 
appeared before Judge Gorman, but Cox 
remained in-another room. The. Judge 
made no attempt to conceal his impa- 
tience at such tactics, and said: 

“I want Mr. Cox jn the courtroom. He 
has no more privilege here than any other 
man, and must appear in person, just as 
other defendants, do.”’ 

This declaration brought Cox into the 
room, is attorney then obtained from 
the Prosecutor an admission that the first 
indictment against his Client would be 
dismissed as faulty and the.case would 
go to trial on the second indictment.

000 and $60,000. In her will she made her 
daughter Elizabeth executrix. There were 
three other children, Margaretta P. 
Stewart, Charles Parnel!. and a married 
daughter, Mrs. Frances stewart Cocke of 
Mobile, Ala. Commodore Stewart’s daugh- 
ter, Delia, married Charles Henry Parnell 
and was the mother of Charles Stewart 
Parnell, the Irish Home Rule leader,. who 
was named for his grandfather. 

It is said Miss Stewart turned over to 
Baker the $25,000 in securities which he 
brought’ to this city and deposited in. one 
of the vaults of the Produce Exchange 
Bank. Miss Stewart took one key and 
Baker the other. : 

About a year and a half ago the two 
daughters and the son began to think that 
the estate was not being taken care of 
properly and started an investigation.

HABEAS CORPUS IS DENIED 


Supreme Court Holds That as Vendor 
Had Already Been Convicted Case 
Can Be Broyght Up Only on Appeal. 


The city ordinance forbidding the sate 
of theatre tickets on the streets went into 
effect yesterday. 

Last night, for the first time in a good 
many years, one could walk through up- 
per Broadway or Forty-second Street 
with some’ degree of comfort. In front 
of the theatres, where people have been 
accustomed to find crowds of vociferat- 
ing men with money, tickets, and seat 
plans in their outstretched hands, there 
Was quiet and space and passage room. 
Even the sidewalk in front of the Metro- 
politan Opera House, usually so crowded, 
Was comparatively empty. Only the 
youths selling “ bookerdeopryfifteen- 
cents twentyfiveinside” added to the 
operagoers and the passers by. A sign 
attached to an empty store opposite the 
Opera House announced that seats for 
all operas might be had there. 

The speculators were there, however, 

leaning against the door posts and the 
fron fence at the Opera House, or con- 
gregated in safe places around the doors 
of other theatres. They talked togethcr 
in subdued tones and seemed to be await- 
ing reports from the “test case” that 
was started yesterday noon and will be 
continued to-day. At matinée time, in 
front of Hammerstein's Victorig, there 
was the usual crowd of speculators, but 
they were not speculating, except in con- 
versation with each other.- 
. The beginning of the planned test case 
came at noon yesterday, when John B. 
Lang, a veteran speculator, was arrested 
in front of the Metropolitan Opera House 
for selling six tickets. Barly in the fore- 
noon Capt. McAvoy of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station detailed Policéman Clinton 
Palmiter to the Opera House to watch 
for a breach of the speculator law. When 
he saw Lang complete a sale of tickets 
he arrested him and took him to Jeffer- 
son Market Court. At the court Magis- 
trate Krotel fined Lang $10, the. penalty 
prescribed by the law, and Lang, acting 
on advice of counsel, Guggenheimer, Un- 
termyer & Marshall, refused to pay. He 
was sent to jail. 

Immediately the lawyers made applica- 
tion to the Supreme Court for a writ of 


habeas corpus, which was denied, the 
court holding that the defendant ticket 
Speculator had already been convicted 
and sentenced, and that the case could 
be brought before the Supreme Court 
only on appeal. As this would involve 
considerable delay, a representative of 
the law firm applied again to Magistrate 
Krotel in the Jefferson Market Court to 
reopen the case. 

Magistrate Krote) consented, and pa- 
roled Lang in the custody. of the police- 
man who arrested him, fixing the examt- 
nation for this afternoon. Another ap;

Opera Company, in New York, was made 
public early yesterday morning, and 
which Mr. Mackay will receive to-day.

The report that Mr. Susenan will 
withdraw from the Senatorial contest 


after a second caucus has again put him) 


in nomination lacks the important 
authentication of Mr. SaupHan himself. 
It may be true, at.any rate it is in- 
teresting. The political or personal 
theory of this second caucus is un- 
fathomable. We do not pretend to 
understand why Mr. Summnaw desires a 
further expression of confidence.

THE ARBITRATION DISCUSSION. 

About the only voice of much au- 
thority raised in afiverse criticism of 
general arbitration between the United 
States dnd Great Britain is’ that of Mr. 
Joun Dittem, the publicist, who is 
widely and favorably known for his-in- 
formation as to Continental politics 
and his championship of the weaker 
nationalities. .

This has generally been true of the 
past, It is. doubtful if it will be found 
true of the future. Italy was freed by 
the ambition of Lours NaPoumon and 
BisMance’s determination to down 
Austria as the head of the German 
Confederation, but that is the last in- 
stance of Mr..Ditton’s doctrine, and 
there is no nationality now placed very 
clearly as Italy was then placed. The 
Souttiern'Slavs in Austria, the Slovaks 
in Hungary, the Poles in Germany, 
and the Albanians in Turkey have their 
grie and some of them are .se- 
rious. But it is not likely that the 
cause of any one of these sem{-nattonal- 
ities would be advanced by a Buropean 
war. On the other hand, with the ex- 
ception of the Albanians, there is no 
doubt that the prosperity of all of them 
Would. be’advanced by ‘secure peace, by 
the lessening of the great burden of 
war préparations, and by the release 
of great numbers of young men from 
military service and their ‘occupation 
in productivé.labor.

QUEER MANOEUVRING. 

When Controller Soummr asked the 
Civil Service Commission to exempt 
from competitive examination the 
placts of court and trust fund exam- 
iners and those of ‘examiners of trans- 
fera_of stock, his request was granted, 
so far as the Commission can doit, by 
the yotes of the Democratic members, 
Messrs. Krart,and Burton, Commis- 
sioner Lupvicn, the Republican, voting 
against it.

THE HUDSON BOULEVARD. 

From the letter to Ta» Truzs from 
Secretary J. Du Pratt Wnharrp of the 
Inter-State Palisades Park Commission, 
Printed Sunday, we gather thatthe 
new Hudson Boulevard is not to run 
the length of New York's striff of the 
Palisades Park connecting it with the 
extension to the Highlands, according 
to the terms of Mrs. Harnriman’s gift 
as outlined by Gov. Hucues to the 
Legislature. The map which the Com- 
mission gave to Gov. Hucnues, and 
which was published with his message 
as 4 guide to thé Legisiatite and to 
the public, contains clearly outlined 
the route of the Boulevard as extend- 
ing ‘along the fiver front from Fort 
Lee through Sneden’s Landing to Pier- 
mont, which lies at the upper end of 
the, park strip within New York State. 
Secretary Waite explains the change 
in the route from the line marked upon 
the map as follows: 

The best reason is that this Com- 
mission hag no other option. It has 
acquired the cliffs to their northern 
end; that is, as far north as Sneden’s 
Landing in New York, but‘it has no 
power to condemn or purchase land 
in or through Snedén’s Landing. 

This seems directly to contradict the 
statement made by Mr. Grorcs  W. 
PERKINS as President of the New York 
Commission at the time of the Hud- 
-son-Fulton Celebration: cE 3 

As President of the New York Com- 
mission it becomes my duty and pleas- 
ure on this oecasion to réport to the 
Governors of the States of New York 
and New Jersey, on behalf of the: Pai- 
isades Inter-State Park Commission, 
that the Commission has completed the 
task entrusted to it, viz., that of saving 
the Palisades from Fort Lee, N. J., 
on the south? to Piermont,.N. Y., on 
the north, .and, further, of acquiring 
the face of the Palisades and thedand 
between them and the Hudson; and 
the outstanding riparian rights ad- 
jacent thereto, along this fourteen- 
mile strip of territory.for the purpose 
of an Inter-State park. 

According to President Perxrns, the 
Commission had already acquired the 
face of the Palisades “and the land 
between them and the Hudson, arid the 
outstanding riparian rights adjacent 
thereto along this fourteen-mile strip 
of territory,’s the part of which, within 
New York State, Secretary Wurrm no 
says the Commission las.“ no powér to 
condemn or purchase,” and has-not ac- 
qutred.

INO ANTI-TRUST. © DECISIONS 


Failure of Supreme Court to Act on 
Pending Cases Before Recess Stimu- 
lates Trading—Winter Wheat Status. 


Yesterday's stock market, like all recent 
Monday sessions, was what might be 
termed a before-and-after affair. It is 
customary for the Supreme Court to hand 
down its decisions between 12 and. 1 
o’clock on Mondays, and this/ hour has 
marked the point cf greatest. indecision 
on the Stock Exchange for a long time. 
Prior to 12 o'clock yesterday the market 
was extremely dull and prices were in- 
clined to sug in keeping with their course 
through the closing days of last week. 
Transactions fell to 18,000 shares between 
11 and 12, and between 12 and 12:30 
o'clock there were many minutes in 
which not a single sale was recorded on 
the ticker tape. It was then afnounced 
from Washington that no decisions in the 
anti-trust suits would be handed down 
and stocks at once boundéd forward upcn 
dealings which -ran to 130,000 shares be- 
fore 1 o’clock.. In the following heur 
trading quieted again to a volume of 
45,000 shares, but stocks held . their 
ground as they did in the last hour of 
business, which was more active again. 
There {s, of course, no public participa- 
tion in the stock market at the moment; 
the investor or purchaser for semi-jnvest~ 
ment pur; is not disposed ‘to work in 
and out of a market as the ordinary spec- 
ulator must. The sharp recovery in 
prices yesterday, when it- became certain 
that no decisions would be rendered in the 
Tobacco or Standard Oil cases r@present- 
ed only a scramble to get into the market 
on the part of active traders who were 
unanimous in their opinfon that now that 
a fortnight of quiet liea ahead before the 
Supreme Court comes together again, op- 
portunity is offered for a rise in stocks. 
It is hardly necessary to point out the 
precariousness of such a programme or 
the eventual upshot of it, but for the 
hardened speculator it has its attractions. 

While the Supreme Court uncertainties 
absorbed attention in. the financial dis- 
trict there were'a number of minor mat- 
ters not lacking in interest. These in- 
cluded what may prove to be the inception 
of a campaign for higher prices in wheat 
and further uncements of substan- 
tial corpora financing, this including 
the favorable reception of the Philadel- 
phia Company's securities on the Paris 
Bourse, where they were traded in for 
the first time yesterday. In connection 
with the listing there of the Philadelphia 
issue, one of the leading Paris news- 
papers edmmented editorially yesterday 
upon the necessity resting upon that mar- 
ket to make more attractive trading in 
American issues. The campaign in wheat 
seems to have started with a determined 
effort on the part of crop investigators 
in the employ of certain grain houses to

They failed to do more than temporarily 

unsettle sefitiment on the producé mar- 
kets yesterday, for after rather vigorous 
advances a decided. reaction set in and 
held. sway .up to the close. Viewing the

engage in this form of enterprise. 
Money market conditions were in the 
main unchanged.

Monéy brokers these days are finding 
trouble in obtaining applications for any 
large amount of time loans, partly be- 
cause the business being done by broker- 
age houses is so limited that they have 
little need of borrowing money on time 
except to take care of matyrities. The 
custom of Stock Exchange houses in the 
matter of apportioning their borrowings 
between time and call joans differs con- 
siderably, but in periods of very easy call 
money. there is a disposition to use this 
form of borrowing to a larger extent 
than when firmer rates for call money 
suggest the possibility that rates may be 
advanced to & higher level than ttme 
money. Some houses keep one-third ot 
their loans on time and the balance on 
call, while others make a more even di- 
vision between time and call loans. But 
nearly all brokers have a pretty well- 
defined rule in this matter, and at present 
most houses are said to have about as 
much time money as they want-to borrow.

Another Rate Hearing Under Way. 


The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
took up in Washington yesterday a hear- 
ing into a rate case, which at one stage 
attracted almost as wide, although not as 
prolonged, attention as the now famous 
effort of the Eastern and Western roads 
to put a general increase in freight rates 
into effect.

sizé and characteristics of each may be 
shown, is making rapid progress under the 
direction of the United Statés Geological 
Survey. Nine of the fifty-two sheets, * 
representing 86,400 square miles, ha 

been completed, and surveyors atid ati 
tographers are working on the others, 
which, it if said, will be issued: rapidly. 
The work is part -of dn ; internationai 
movengent by nine of the more important 
Governmen‘s, to each of which has been 
allotted a part of the, world’s gurface for 
mapping. (The stale of the map —1"-to, 

,000,000—gives it its name—the interna- 
tional one-millionth map—and geographers 
Say that it is the greatest step forward 
ever — in their science. an& in cartog- 
raphy, 

The new map will consist of about 1,500 
sheets, each about 20 by 30 inches, repre- 
senting a-.territory 240 by 860 miles, four 
degrees of latitude and six of longitude. 
At this rate the surface of the earth 
would need 2,642 sections... But the num- 
ber is reduced by ‘the fact that three- 
fourths of the earth’s surface is tented 
with ocean, which is not to be mapped, ex-| 
cept where there are islandd. .The com- 
pleted map will be 150 feet long yg TS feet 
high. 

The pian for a” uniform map of -the 
world, which long has béén a necessity ‘tv 
geographers, dates back eighteen years, 
and it is to Prof. Albrecht Penck, then Pror 
fessor of Geography in the. U niversity of 
Vienna,.now of the University of Berlin, 
that most credit is due for the undertak- 
ing, according to Herman’ Gaunt of tHe 
United States Geological Survey, who out- 
lined, a few days ago, the; story of the 
great work. 

‘The trouble with most maps,” 
Gaunt, .“‘ is that’ne two are on thé same 
scale. Even in the United States it ts only 
within a comparatively few years that the 
Government has undertaken a uniform 
map of the whole country, while those oi 
foreign tountries, fc: purposes of. com- 
parison, were all on different scales. Thé 
proposal for an international map oon a 
single scale, and that 1 to 1,000,000, dates 
batk to 18f1, when Prof. Penck placed the 
idea before the Internetional Geographical 
Cengress at its session in Berne, Switszer- 
land. The delegates realized the difficul- 
ties caused by various maps and appreci-
